lo this age of otLtennial celebra­ 
tions, says the American 
Economist, 
we must not forget or silently pass over 
the hundredth anniversary of the passage 
of the first protection tariff act, or, as it 
has been termed, the second declaration 
of independence. This act was signed 
by President Washington, July 4,1787, 
and the causes which led to the passage 
are of sufficient interest to warrant a 
brief summary of the proceedings. 
Previous to the war of independence 
the industrial interests of the colonies 
were subject to the will of the English 
parliament, 
Manufacturers were dis­ 
couraged in every possible way and the 
development of the country’s resources 
was slow and difficult. But the spirit of 
independence had begun to assert itself 
and associations and societies were every- 
wnere formed with a view to the en­ 
couragement and piomotion of industri­ 
al pursuits. The annual tribute paid t0 
England by reason of the excess cf im­ 
ports over exports was so great that the 
wealth 
of the country 
was bound 
sooner 
or later 
to 
be 
exhausted. 
When, therefore, the people began to 
appreciate the situation they saw that 
domestic manufacturers must be e6tab 
fished and supported or they would soon 
be bankrupt. It is not surprising then 
that among the first petitions presented 
to congress at its first session was one on 
the subject 
of protection 
to Amer­ 
ican 
industries. 
This 
first 
peti­ 
tion 
came 
from 
the 
mechanics, 
tradesmen and others of Baltimore, and 
was soon followed by other petitions of a 
similar nature from New York, Boston 
and elsewhere. As the members of this 
first congress were almost all of the same 
mind as their petitioners the first im­ 
portant law passed was a protective tariff 
act. Its title was, “ An act for laying a 
doty en goods, wares and merchandises 
imported into the United States,” and 
its preamble wa** in these words: 
Wiierpas, It is necessary for the sup­ 
port of the government, the discharge of 
th e debts of the United States, and the 
encouragement and protection o f manufac­ 
tures th at d u tie s be laid on go o d s, w ares 
and merchandises imported. 
Mr. Madison is supposed to bo tbe 
author of the pream hie. The bill was 
submitted by him to the house, and on 
the following day Mr. Fifzlmons, of 
Pennsylvania, suggested that the propo­ 
sition of Mr. Mpdisonshould be convert­ 
ed into a permanent system. Ile said 
in support cf his proposition to increase 
the duties:— 
I have prepared myself with an addi 
ftional number which I wish subjoined 
to those already [mentioned in the mo­ 
tion on your table; among these are some 
calolated to encourage tbe productions of 
our country and protect our infant man­ 
ufacturers. 
The motion cf Mr. Filzimous was 
clearly a popular one, and in accepting 
the amendment Mr. Madison said: 
I have no oljeetion to the commit­ 
tee’s accepting tbe proposition offered 
by the gentleman from Pennsylvania. 
I think some of tbe propositions may be 
productive of revenue and some may 
prolect\our domestic manufactures,d c. 
Amendments were offered by others, 
and the law was finally passsed with only 
eight dissenting votes. It passed the 
senate with a like unanimity, and its sig­ 
nature by the president was hailed with 
general rejoicing. 
That this first tariff law was for pro­ 
tection as well as revenue there is not the 
8lightest doubt, the wording of its pre­ 
amble and various clauses, tbe argu­ 
ments used by its supporters and even 
the slight objections advanced, all es 
tablishing the fact that it was not for 
revenue only. 
Moreover, upon 
the 
greater part of tbe articles the duties 
were seven per cent. for the purpose 
revenue, but on others a specific duty of 15 
per cent. was laid for protection. I d short 
everything points to the fact that it was 
the pnrpose of our fathers to make the 
duties protective wherever it was neces­ 
sary to encourage manufactures. 
This 
was o ne hundred sears ago, and all loyal 
and patriotic citizens are supporting 
still the great and noble cause of protec­ 
tion to American labor and industries.

L a S a l l e , 111., July 16. —The Governor’s 
committee to investigate the coal mining 
troubles hero, composed of F. H. Wines, 
Judge Gould and Messrs. Wheeler and 
Phillips, of tho board of railroad and 
warehouse commissioners, are hearing evi­ 
dence in the case. 
The miners claim too 
low a rate of wages combined with dead 
work in opening and keeping in repair the 
underground roadways, tho truck-store 
system and too many men employed, 
which reduces the average working time 
of all. 
Representative miners from Spring Val­ 
ley, Streator, Braidwood, and LaSalle ap­ 
peared before the committee for tho pur­ 
pose of testifying.

M in n ea p o lis, Minn., July IO.—Tho op­ 
tions for the purchase of a big interest in 
the Pillsbury and W ashburn mills given 
to the English syndicate expire on July 
25, and it is now understood that the deal 
m ay fall through. The options were given 
after a thorough examination of tho books 
and properties by eastern experts, and tho 
scheme, in brief, was this: The property 
in question, including mills with a daily 
capacity of 22,000 barrels, two thirds of 
Minneapolis’ total capacity, was to bo 
capitalized at $10,000,000.
